2.1- Tho tearinç 
up of the Scliuyllvill Traction company's 
tracks here by the boroutih oilicials re- 
united most disastrously. Seven nieu wore 
shoti, three of whom are dead. 
For some tiino past trouble has bpoii 
i 


irewinf; between the borouRh of Gilbor- 
tm and the St-htiylkill Traction company, 
whoso electric railway oxteuds from Lo- 
cust Dale to Mîî'ianoy City, 
distance oiî 
twelve miles. It is aiïetîpà that when this 
^company was seeking tho right of way 
throuiîli this Ijorou^h the council adopted 
an ordinance extewdin^i to it certain privi- 
icp:e3 as to streets. 
This ordinance tho 
'company ignored, and pi aced its tracks 
•elsewhere. There has been more or less 
jdissatisfaction at this action of the com- 
pany, as it is claimed that their track as 
now laid is an obstruction to a regular 
water course. 


On Saturday evening the heavy rainfall 
flooded the .swampy portion of the town 
through which the track is laid, and tho 
>vater was forced into the cellars of the 
Jiouses near by. This is said to have so 
•incensed the property owners and 
ten- 
ants that they deUianded immediate ac- 
tion, and the tearing up of the track be- 
Igan Monday niglit about 7 o'clock. 
The 
'Traction company were notified,and about 
10 o'clock Chief Oilicer Amour, of the 
above company, arrived at the scene on a 
special car. 


The Gilberton people—men, women and 
children—ilocked about tho car, and mat- 
ters looked serious. 
Tho men engaged in 
tearing up tiie tracks did not stop their 
work, biàt continued until the rails had 
been lifted fora distance of about eighty 
yards. Ollicer Amour called upon Coun- 
bilmen SCony and Reynolds, who were 
present, to assist him in restoring order 
and relaying the tracks of the company. 
'The request w as ignored, and was followed 
by bitter w^ords from the mob that sur- 
rounded these men. 
The oilicer and an 
employe of tho Traction company each 
¡held a Winchester rilie, but upon the re- 
fusal of assistance made no attempt to 
use them. 


All this time the people were hooting 
'and makiip: unpleasant remarks bearing 
on tho.înj, iia, a member of which was on 
the special oar..'^Thiss angered him to such 
an extent that he came to the front of the 
car, gun in hand. 
Whether he intended 
to use it or not is not known, but a second 
later the report of a gun was heard, and it 
is alleged by the Gilberton people that tho 
shot was fired by John Briggs, a motor- 
man on one of tho company's cars. 


The shot had no sooner been fired than 
a tall man, whose name could not be 
learned, rushed through tho crowd, and, , 
pulling out a revolver, deliberately aimed ' 
it at Briggs* bead and lired. Briggsdodged . 
and the ljullet gra:wd the side of his face, 
making a slight wound. 
Aiiother shot 
was fired by some person in tho crowd, ! 
and Briggs dropped on the platform. The , 
lights were tui'ucd oiï in the car, and • 
Briggs, who was shot in the leg, took ad- 
vantage of the darkness and tied. This 
saved his life, for had he been found ho 
would have been lynched. 


The shooting continued 
and 
Oiïîcer 
Amoui* was seen to tlrop. Ho WAS carried 
into tho car and laid on the fioor, with the 
blood streaming from his side and fi'om 
another \Vound In his right thigh, 
lie 
was removed to hia home in Shenandoah, 
where he died yesterday afternoon. 


Folly fifty shots were iired, 
during 
which James Parlit, aged 25, Avas shot in 
the right iluic region, the bullet making 
its exit at the riglit hip. lie died two 
|hours after being shot. 
William Holland, 
jl9, was shot six ijiches below right nipple, 
the bullet passing through his body in the 
neighborhood of the left kidney, causing 
ihis death fifteen jninutes later. 
William 
|Connors was shot through the arm, James 
'Hullihan in tlie head and Kvan Davis 
•through tlje right knee, the ball passing 
idirectly through the joint and rendering 
'amputation necessary. 
James Hullihan 
also had his skull fractured by a stone, 
and may die. 


Women fainted and were carried 
to 
^heir homes, while others rushed to neigh- 
boring towns for physicians and priests, 
' Tho Traction company, of which Mr, J, 
P. Baily, of Philadelphia, is president, has 
abandoned that portion of their line, and 
jit is likely to remain idle until the court 
has handled tho law^sllit which will njost 
surely follow. Ollicers are now guai'dijig 
îthe Jiome of John Breggs at Girardville, 
p;nd ho will, not bo allowed to escape, 
neither will it be safe for him to leave the 
house, so incensed are tiie people against 
him. 


PniLAUELPniA, Aug. 23.—An officer of 
ithe iScliuylkill Traction company in this 
!city said today that the company had not 
(only not evaded any of its oljligations, l»ut 
Siad really done more than had been re- 
quired of them. Tiie road had been satis- 
factory ton majority of tho Gilberton bor- 
ough councils, ajid had been running since 
last December, 
"'J'iie be;3t citizens of the 
borough and the better members of coun- 
cils are with us in the matter," said he, 
''and we iiave appealed to tho law to pro- 
tect us in our rights. 
We intend to make 
tho borougli ]jay for the damage it has 
done, and we [lav« applied for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the mob from interiering 
with the running of the road.''

That China will take no action 
thereon until tho next session of tho United 
States congroHs in the hope that the Geary 
law will bo modified or repealed. 


Fourth, That if the next congr^s de- 
cides to enforce the law China will at once 
retaliate, friendly relations between tho 
two countries will be bi'oken off, and laws 
will be enacted looking toward the expul- 
sion of all Americans from China. 


Fifth, That meantime instructions have 
been issued to all Chinese officials to take 
especial care to protect all American citi- 
zens living in China from violence.

When Mrs. Shann passed out of coxirt it 
was to go again to hor quarters in tho 
county jail that she might prepare for her 
departure from the building a^id from tho 
city. The great crowd i^ressed close to the 
bar enclosure and peered into her face,and, 
a few shook hands with her in the grand 
jury room, and she shook hands with and 
thanked them.

ITALY VERSUS FRANCE. 


Mobs in Italian Provinrlal Towns Grow- 
iiii; Moro Turbulont. 


ROME, Aug. 23.—Tho popular ferment 
arising from the 
Aigues-Mortes 
affair 
shows no sign of subsidence, although yes- 
tenlay there was no rioting in this city. 
The agitation is spreading in the provinces. 
At Milazzo, on the north coast of the Isl- 
and of Sicily, a mob paraded the streets 
and acted in a most disorderly manner. 
Finally the leaders of the rioters proposed 
that aQ attack be made upon tho French 
consulate, and the proposal was greeted 
with shouts of approval. Arming them- 
selves with stones and other missiles the 
mob marched to the consulate and snmshed 
about every window in the building. 
The 
escutcheon of 
France 
over 
the 
door- 
way w^as torn down and taken possession 
of by some'of the mob. An attempt was 
then madf» to burn it, but tho police some- 
what tardily arrived and drove the rioters 
off. Some of the officers espied the es- 
cutcheon and rushed into the crowd and 
recaptured it. 
This attack is likely to 
further complicate the trouble. 


Yesterday Signer Giolotti, tho prime 
minister, issued a decree ordering the sus- 
pension from oflice of Senator Galenda, 
prefect of Home; Signor Sandri, chief of 
police^ and Signor Majnetti, inspector of 
police, in the district in which tho French 
embassy is situated. 
The decree states 
that tho suspension of the three olficials is 
duo to their failure to maintain order.

TRKATMENT OF INJURIOUS INSEOTS. 


In genera], noxious insects must bo 
combated as soon as their depreda- 
tions can be seen, but Herbert Osborn 
and L. H. Pammel of the Iowa sta- 
tion, recommend that as soon as blos- 
soms fall, apples and plums should bo 
sjirayed for codling moth and plum 
curculio. 
Spray strawberry plants if 
infested with slugs. 
In early summer, 
plant lice may be numerous on plums 
and cherries, Vhich should be sprayed 
with kerosene emulsion. In July, fli)ray 
potatoes with London purple or Paris 
green, if infested witli potato beetles. 
In August and September, cabbage 
worms may begin to ai)pear, and can 
be treated by spraying with hot water, 
or with pyrethrum in water, or as a 
powder. 
Cherry slugs and tho leaf- 
eating caterpillars and other insects on 
plums and other trees may be sprayed 
with London purple. 
Kerosene emul- 
sion may be used directly on the in- 
sects, and will kill all it touches by en- 
tering the breathing pores.—American 
Agriculturist. 


OFF COLOR OF CHICKS, 


If you procured eggs of pure-bred 
fowls, and the chicks seem to differ and 
appear of various colors, do not be dis- 
appointed, as the chicks will be of the 
proper color when matured. 
Of the 
black breeds of fowls, such as the Lang- 
ehans, Black Minocras and Black Span- 
ish. the chicks nearly always have a 
large i)roportion of white on them when 
hatched. 
It is an old saying that the 
more white on the chicks of such breeds 
the blacker the plumage at maturity. 
We have often 
noticed broods of 
Wyandottes or Indian game chicks, no 
two in the broods being alike, and dif- 
fering so .greatly as to lead an inex- 
perienced person to suppose that the 
chicks were mongrels; yet when they 
came to maturity it was a difficult mat- 
ter to select the best one in the flock, 
so far as the plumage was concerned. 
Brahmas, Cochins, 
Plymouth Rocks 
and other breeds may also be classed 
among the uncertainties until the chicks 
are well advanced, and for tliat reason 
breeders often receive complaints from 
customers in regard to their hatches; 
but the breeders simply advise them 
to wait a Avhile, when the matter rights 
itself.—Mirror and Parmer. 


n o w TO MAKE CHEESE AT HO^IE. 


Have a tinman solder a faucet near 
the bottom of one end of an ordinary 
tin wash boiler which will hold five or 
six pAilfuls. 
Fit a movable tin screen 
inside about three inches from the 
faucet and extending about the same 
distance above it, which shall holA the 
curd awixy from the faucet. Thie, with 
a long wooden paddle, is all you need 
order especially for the work, except 
cheese cloth, 
rennet and a cheese 
press. 


Six pailfuls of sweet milk, with the 
cream all ill it, will make about fifteen 
pounds of cheese. 
It need not be of 
one milking if it is perfectly sweet. 
Put the milk in the boiler on the stove 
and heat it to eighty degrees. Kemove 
from the stove and add the rennet. 
The tablets are easiest to use and the 
directions accompany them. 
When 
the milk has coagulated, which will 
take place in ten minutes or -less, it 
must be cut to the bottom of the boiler 
each way, making 
about two inch 
squares. 
The whey will begin to start 
almost at once. 
Sink a small dipper 
into it slowly, and the whey may be 
removed gradually until two quarts or 
more have been collected. 
Heat this 
rather hot, not scalding, and pour it 
over the curd, stirring it very care- 
fully, 
When at 100 degrees open tho 
faucet and allow the whey to drain 
out, dipping it out from the top as be- 
fore described. AVhen drained, sprinkle 
half a teacupful of dairy salt ^ on the 
curd and crumble and mix it thor- 
oughly with the hands. Have a square 
of strong, loosely woven cloth wet and 
placed in 
the cheese hoop, 
which 
should be the size of a peck meosure, 
Prests tho curd into the hoop, adjust 
the cover, alter the cloth has beou 
folded on tho top of the curd, and sub- 
mit the cheeKo to gentle pres«ure. 


Prepare a bantlage of cheese cloth 
large enough to go around the cheese 
and wide enougli to nearly cover the 
ends. 
Lay on the ends another piece 
and sew to the piece around 
the 
cheebe. 
Keep at seventy degrees in a 
dry room. Too much salt or too much 
fecalding whon heating the curd hardens 
the cheese, 
while careless 
stirring 
starts the *^vhita wiiey" and allows 
much of tho butter fats to escape,— 
Kew England Homestead.

With pt)rk at its present price, al- 
most any man can feed his corn, or 
other grain, to pigs and make a satis- 
factory proilt, declares S. Woodward, 
of New Yiirk. 
But times will change; 
pork will again go down until it will 
be so low that the very beht skill will 
bo reijuired to get any profit out of its 
growth. 
If it be wise, now in the 
midbt of almost universal ¡leace, for 
the Nations to spend buch vaat s^ms as 
tliey do, in preparing for war, how 
u»uch wiser for the iarmer during this 
time of prosperity in pig growing to 


study the subject so as to be prepared 
when the Qvil days of low prices come 
again. 
It is surprising to see how 
little thought the average pig grower 
gives to the matter of cheap produc- 
tion of pork. 
Although there is some 
I change in the directitm of killing 
lighter pigs, yet the great bulk of the 
pork still coming into tho markets is 
in heavy carcasses which were fed 
mostly on corn. 
Now this is neither 
the most desirable, nor is it by any 
means the most profitable pork. 


On a recent visit to the Wisconsin 
Experiment Station at Madison, Pro- 
fessor W. A. Henry, who is a born ex- 
perimenter, showed mo some experi- 
ments now being made, and tho un- 
published roBults of some already made 
on the same line of pig feeding for 
most profit. 
If the farmers could see 
what I saw, and realize fully the great 
importance of the principles that con- 
trol animal life, and then follow them, 
they would save very much of what ia 
now ignorantly thrown 
away, 
and 
would more than double the profits of 
pork making, by reducing to its lowest 
limit the amount of food now used as a 
maintenance ration or simply food for 
support. 


The Professor has 
demonstrated, 
beyond doubt, by a series of careful 
ex]->erimeuts, that the maintenance ra- 
tion is in equal proportion to live 
weight, or nearly so ; that Avhile a 100- 
pound pig requires one and one-half 
pounds of food (one pouu«l of wheat 
middlings and two pounds of corn 
meal), simply to keep it without gain 
or loss, a 5U0-pound pig, under like 
conditions, requires five pounds of the 
Hame food for its support. He further 
showed that about three pounds of this 
same food, in addition to either ration, 
made one pound of pork. 


Now, were a man to try to make 
pork with these pigs, with the one he 
would get one pound for each four and 
one-half pounds fed; with the other 
he would fe^d eight pounds. 
For 
comparison, suppose the mixture were 
worth P20 per Ton, or one cent per 
pound in the case of lOO-pound pigs, 
his pork would cost four and one-half 
cents laer pound; in the case of a 500- 
peund pig it would cost eight. 
Or, to 
put it in another lii3:ht, suppose ten 
pigs be fed four and one-half pounds 
of feed each, or forty-five pounds in 
the aggregate, they will give a gain oi 
ten pounds of poric. 
In other words, 
with these ¡»igs forty-five pounds of 
feed will give ten pounds of pork. 
Now, if the same food be given to pigs 
weighinsT 500 pounds each, it will feed 
just, nine of them five pounds each, 
but as with pigs of this size it takes 
five pounds as\he food of support, no 
guin would be mside. 
The food would 
be simply thrown away, so far as fat- 
tening purposes go. 
If these nine 
larger pigs be" fed to m.ake one pound 
of gain each, it would require twenty- 
seven pounds extra. 
This added to 
the forty-five pounds, maintenance ra- 
tion. makes seventy-two pounds of feed 
to make nine pounds of pork. 
It will 
be seen that these experiments of Pro- 
fessor Henry show that the mainte- 
nance ration, while not exactly in pro- 
portion to the live weight, is approx- 
imately so. 
They show that while it 
took one and one-half pounds to sup- 
port the growing lUO-ponnd pig, that 
one pound per hundred pounds was 
Bufficient with the 500-pound pig. This 
is easily accounted for by the fact that 
there is less proportionate amount of 
exterior surface in the larger pigs, no 
growth, and probably less activity. 
But carrying this jjroportion in the di- 
rection of a pig still smaller than 100 
pounds, it would probably require 
with a pig weighing twenty-five pounds 
at the rate of two pounds per 100 
pounds, or about one-half peund ©f 
food as a maintfnace ration. 
If this 
be true, it would then only take three 
and one-half pounds with this pig to 
grow one pound of pork. 


Further experiments by Professor 
Henry show very conclusively that 
corn or corn meal is, by no means, the 
best food for pork growing, though 
good for fattening. 
Wheat middlings 
he found much better than corn alone. 
He also found, by careful experiments, 
several times repeated, that 200 pounds 
of corn meal and 1582 pounds of skim 
milk produced as much growth as 500 
pounds of the middlings meal mixture 
and a better growth than 500 pounds 
of clean'corn meal. In this we see that 
five pounds of skim milk are about 
equal U> one ponnd of meul. 
The les- 
Hon for the pig feeder in the experi- 
ments ih to feed young, thrifty pigs, 
and to fewl them -on a mixture of corn 
meal and wlieat midtllings, and never 
to feed thejn beyond 150 pounds dressed 
weight, —American Agriculturist.

Nocturnal Foo of Bird and TJcast— 
Kycs That Sco In Darkness and a 
Noiseless Flight* 
"T^A'^LES and several Bpecies of 
=/ 
hawks have learned to avoid 
^ ^ 
the haunts of man so careful- 
ly, says Dr. 
Oswald in the 
San Francisco Chronicle, that in many 
parts of our National territory their 
existence is known only to highland 
hunters, while tho large Virginia wood 
owl extends his forage to the very 
gate of slumbering farmsteads, and 
even beyond, to the dovecotes in the 
attic of a dwelling house, which he has 
been known to rob, unchallenged by 
the cordon of vigilant watch dogs. 


In his raids upon the game birds of 
the wilderness tho 
winged 
night 
prowler enjoys the rather unfair ad- 
vantage of the cavalier in the cloak of 
darkness, or of tho Hebrew cai)tain 
whoso foemen 
were 
stricken 
Avith 
blindness on the eve of a decisive bat- 
tle. 
As an outdoor phenomenon abso- 
lute darkness is rare, and the experi- 
ments of the naturalist Welker made it 
probalde that in clear nights, even 
before the rising of the moon, an owl 
can see as well as a hawk in broad day- 
light. 
His cat-eyes distinguish the 
outlines of a well-hidden nest from 
those of a fir-cone or a cluster of 
leaves. 
His keen ear catches the 
twitter of sleeping birds, whose favor- 
ite roosts he discovers by the same un- 
erring instinct that guides the panther 
to the lair of the nursing doe, and 
those advantages are completed by that 
of an almost noiseless iiicrht. 
I have 
seen horn owls pass within a few in- 
ches of a fence-rail where a roosting 
cock had just answered the reveille of 
a distant rival. 


The great horned owl (bubo virgini- 
anus) 
does not limit the list of its 
victims to the feathered tribe. 
It kills 
rabbits 
and 
opossums, 
squirrels, 
weasels and woodchucks, and attacks 
even young raccoons, whose bones have 
been found in the neighborhood of its 
nest. 
Nearly all the animals named 
have the faculty of seeing in the dark, 
and could hardly be caught napping 
by human hunters, but the inaudible 
manoeuvers of a hovering pursuer en- 
able him to seize upon the right mo- 
ment and secure his prey by a deadly 
grip at the first swoop. 


Near the caves of the Brazilian coast 
range the traveler 
Burmeister saw 
hawks snap up bats that had been 
roused from their torpor and were 
lluttering about, purblind and help- 
less, but the wood owl retaliates for 
that trick upon hundreds, of birds and 
beasts. 
The whole forest with its 
multitude of slumbering tenants, is 
literally at the mercy of the hunter 
with the night-eyes, 
whose 
derisive 
whoops seem to voice his exultation as 
he compares his professional advan- 
tages and immunities with those of his 
daylight rivals. 


In moonlit nights the serenades oi 
tne horn-owl bear, indeed, a striking 
resemblance to the hyena laughter of 
the Nubian wilderness, 
but .in the. 
pairing sea^n—from March to the 
miiidle of May—that cachination al- 
ternates with ail sorts of other sounds 
—a coaxing cackle, long-drawn moans, 
indignant grunts and a whoop slightly 
resembling the crowing of a cock. 
The vocal performances of a wood owl 
also include a trick rivaling the feats of 
a skillful ventriloquist. 
In the morn- 
ing twilight of a midsummer day an 
owl lingering about the scenes of its 
nocturnal triumphs may i)erch in,a tree 
directly over one's head and emit a 
peculiar, hollow hoot that seems to 
come from a distance of at least half a 
mile and which might deceive even a 
close observer, unless he should notice 
that the repetition of tho sound coin- 
cides with the movements of the wierd 
vocalist, 
whose head and 
swelling 
throat are thrust forward at every 
whoop. 


In dark pine forests the horn-owl 
now and then ventures to supplement 
his work by a daylight hunt, but as a 
rule he disappears about half an hour 
before sunrise. 
In cavernous moun- 
tain regions his hiding places are wholly 
inscrutable, and his progeny will sur- 
vive that of the golden eagle as the 
midnight bully of tho jMaiia has sur- 
vived the adventurous robber-knight. 
In Italy, where every peasant is a 
fowler, and daylight birds Jiave almost 
disappeared, ciwls are still extremely 
abundant,,and avenge t)io wrongs of 
the feathered tribe by killing pet rab- 
bits, hares and even youngcats, and in 
Venice, where tlie doves of St. Mark 
enjoy tho freedom of the city, their 
over-multiplication is 
pivvented by 
the church owls that hide in ruins and 
belfries. By their merciless raiilsthey 
often fill tlie moonlit streets with ilut- 
tering pigeons. 


The unquestionable 
difficulty 
of 
killing an owl with a single ball has 
something to do with tlie fact that of 
all creatures night birds have the 
smalJtJt bodies iji proportion to their 
apparent size. 
They are two-thirds 
feathers, and an owl looking as big as 
a raccoon can be plucked down to the 
dimensions of a ferret, tho thick mass 
of down being a guarantee of noiseless 
flight, and a condition of survival in 
cold winter nights, for owls, witli the 
exception of one or two species, do not 
migrate, but weather the cold season 
in caves and hollow trees. 


In tho extensive Torests of tho trop* 
ICS owls are, howeverj apt to congre* 
gate for mysterious purposes of their 
own and for hours keep up a pande- 
monium of shrieks and catcalls that 
suggests the probability that the great 
swamp owl'of western Africa devotes 
moonlight nights to the settlement of 
family feuds—perhaps the trial and ex- 
ecution of an outcast, 
guilty of tho 
crime of general unfitness for the pur- 
]iosps of existence, the same oiTenso 
that sometimes assembles myriads of 
crows about a tree where, after tho 
departure of the -winged mob, hunters 
have found the remains of tho delin- 
quent in tho form of scattered bones 
and feathers. 


The tradition of the wild huntsman 
may have a similar origin, 
Inmedioe- 
val Germany, Polandand France reams 
of legal cap'were filled with tho state- 
ments of witnesses who swore to their 
personal presence in localities where 
the midnight echoes had been wakened 
by many-voiced whoops and cries, 
heard ajjproaching from a great dis- 
tance and almost deafening tho ob- 
server when the host of obstreperous 
fiends passed overhead. 
Experiences 
of that kind became rarer as tho pri- 
meval forests of Central Europe gavo 
way to grain farms, but revivals of the 
old superstition still occur in the thin- 
ly settled northlands, 
especially in 
Scandinavia, where swarms 
of 
tho 
great Harfanger owls ofttn follow tho 
nocturnal migration of the lemming 
gopher,

and when the 
door is closed I can imagine myself in 
the wilds of tho North. 
Now and 


he goes at night, a pit is dug, twelve 
or fifteen feet square, sixteen or eigh- 
teen feet deep, and sloping so that the 
bottom will measure about eighteen 
feet square. 
This pit is dug during 
the daytime when the tiger is asleep, 
and every particle of that dirt is care- 
fully carried 
away by hand. 
Tho 
tiger's sense of smell is very acute, and 
not tho smallest quantity of fresh dirt 
must be found near the pit, which ig 
covered with branches and leaves. 
Over this a tripod is erected from which 
is suspended a live goat. 
At night, 
when the tiger comes forth and nearg 
this 
spot, 
ho sneaks up to a cer- 
tain distance and then, as is his fash- 
ion, springs upon his prey. 
He falls 
into the pit, from which ho makes the 
most frantic but unsuccessful efforts to 
escape. 
In a few days his strength 
is exhausted. 


In the meantime the natives have 
built a bamboo cage which is let down 
over him, aud afterward big pieces of 
rattan are gradually worked under him 
to make the captivity complete. 
By 
the time this last operation is j^er- 
formed the tiger is nearly dead from 
exhaustion, covered with blood, foam, 
dirt and altogether very miserable. An 
immense tiger, which I sold and which 
is at pre;3ent with a large traveling 
show, captured last June, is a man 
eater. Three months before his capture 
he had eaten a woman and child, and 
on this account wereceivedSlOO bounty 
from the Government where we caught 
him.

banks are usually blockaded before the 
spring by the fine dust produced on the 
surface by repeated freezing and thawincr, 
which is always the richist part of the 
soih—Boston Cultivator. 


DEADENING TIMBER. 


A Southern farmer writes, in tho SoutU, 
whore the land is usually 
cleared 
by 
deadening tho practice is convenient, but 
more costly in the end than complete 
clearing at the first. Land is cleared of 
tho small timber at a cost of about $5 
per acre, while it cost« at least $25 to 
clear it completely. 
In general there ; 
no practice that is in common use with- 
out some advantage, and this applies to 
tho deadening of the timber in tue first 
clearing. 
Where timber in scarce to 
deadeu it is an economy, for otherwise 
the timber is burned and destroyed. 
I 
have several old fields on which there is 
a large quantity of standing timber, once 
of no value, but now worth more than 
the cost of clearing for tho lumber and fire- 
wood in it. Timber will keep sound many 
years, and where there is no market for it 
and a possibility of a future value, it is ad- 
visable to kill and leave it for future use. 
The common method in the South is to 
leave the large tfmber which is not in 
the way of growing crops, and after a 
few years to seed the land to grass, and 
gradually clear it off at leisure. 
There 
is no damage or benefit to the land in any 
way by leaving the timber to stand.— 
New York Times.

There is nothing 
mechanical about 
glove making; it is all hand labor; there- 
fore experienced and skillful opeiatives 
are necessary to produce good merchan- 
dise. 
But as Frenchmen do not like to 
leave their homes, it is the Belgians, thcj 
Germans and tho Italians who go abroad 
and devote themselves to the production 
of an inferior kind of goods for toilet 
purposes in other countries. 


At Grenoble alone 1,200,000 dozen 
pairs of gloves are 
manufactured an- 
nually. 
This represents 
a valuo of 
$7,000,000 
to $7,200,000, 
and this 
gives employment to 25,000 workpeople 
of both sexes. 
There are 4000 men and 
21,000 women residing in a rayon of 
thirty-eight miles around Grenoblo who 
live by this work. Glove making, then, 
is interesting from a social point of view, 
as it is one of tho few callings open to 
female labor in which they can earn re- 
spectable wages without abandoning hus- 
bands, homes and little ones. 


When I aid that out of the $7,200,- 
000 worth of gloves in that 
region a( 
least $3,000,000 are distributed in wngea 
among an almost infinite number of fam- 
ilies, you can imagine tho anxiety with 
which recent parliamentary deliberetiom 
over the proposition to franchise the ra^ 
material were awaited by the population. 
A tax on skins brought 
into 
Franci 
would have meant ruin to many hard 
working people who get a comfortable 
living out of the industry.—New Yorli 
Recorder,

The marks of as:o 
are generally 
unmistakable 
on bronzo 
turkeys as well as upon other poultry. 
Tho legs especially grow scaly as tho 
birds grow old, and when five or six 
years of age they turn to a light piuk 
hue. Thoy arc also less lively in actions, 
and act moody and tame. 


Tho color of their plumage is aho a 
pretty good guide to their age and purity 
of strain. 
Tho plumage of a young tur- 
key will sparkle with golden bronze and 
purple hues, which cannot be mistaken. 
It shines and glitters in the sun as if it 
came out of the glossy black color of 
their feathers. 
The downy feathers lie 
close to their bodies, and the whole bird 
is trim and pretty looking. 
There is an 
appearance 
of general 
quickness and 
activity about them, which is not notice- 
able in poor breeds or in old turkeys. 


When the cocks and hens have been 
selected for breeding purposes it should 
be rememberod that the quality of tho 
flock is to be kept up year after year. 
To do this the cocks arc more essential 
than the hens. 
Young hens always par- 
take more of the male parent than tho fe- 
male, and a full-bred cock will often 
transmit all of its good qualities to tho 
young of a half-bred turkey hen. Part ot 
the liock should be kept over every year 
for future breeding purposes, and only 
the best hens should be selected for thit 
purpose. 
Tho color of the plumage^ 
size and general activity of the hens s|ould 
influence one in this choice. Then it may 
often bo necessary to purchase one full- 
bred cock, for this is the best way to keep 
up the strain of the family and prevent 
deterioration. 
Qaite a number of flocka 
of bronze turkeys have 
lost nearly all 
their characteristics by lack of this pre- 
aution. 
They need new blood and out- 
side strains to give more vitality and 
strength to them. When this is neglected 
the turkeys gradually become common or- 
dinary turkeys of the barnyard.—Ameri-

A nAKE BUT BEAQTIFUL PLANT. 


Imantophyllum miniatum 
is a plant 
that seems to be 
very 
little known, 
writes Ebon Rexford. 
I 
have 
never 
seen it in any private collection except 
my own. 
It resembles the Agapanthus 
very much in foliage, though its leaves 
are broader, and hardly as long, and are 
perhaps darker 
in color. 
It sends up 
its leaves and flowers from a large bulb, 
and increases rapidly. 
In 
order to se- 
cure strong, blooming plants it is well to 
remove most of the young bulbs, as, if 
allowed to remain about the old jilant, 
tho pot soon becomes full of bulbs, 
and 
as a result you will get but few flowers. 
The Agapanthus,bears its flowers, which 
are small, on tho extremity 
of a tall 
stalk, whore tho Imantophyllum has a 
stalk more like that of the Vallotta, and 
its flowers resemble those of that plant 


air.

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OTTTIES OF NAVAIi 
ASSISTANTS 
TO THE TREASUKY, 


Thoy M u s t P r e v e n t Siniiirffllnq: Alnni; 
tlie Coast, Assist Vessels In Distress 
a n d Ui)liol(l O u r L a w s o u t h e Scai;. 


The revenue cutter service is the navy 
ol the Treasury, 
Except in time of war 
it is under the immedinte control of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and its officer.-i 
receive all orders through him. 
la time 
of war the cutters co-operate with the 
naval vessels and are then under the cou- 
trol of the Secretary of the Nuvy* 


In time of peace, the revenue cutters 
put tlie Ciistoni House oSicers on board 
in-cominiT vessels, see that no smu^i^linG: 
occurs alonsi the coast, and cruise oil 
shore to ^^ive assistance to vessels in dis- 
tress, and to save life and property from 
shipwrecks. Besides these specilic duties, 
cutters may Ije, and are, ordered on 
special service, from time to lime. 
The 
lirst vessel to enter the Arctic circle iu 
search of the ill-fated Jeanctte, 
was a 
revenue cutter, acd for several years past 
the protection of the seals iu Alaskan 
Avaters has been an important duty of the 
revenue marine service. 


The number of men and boys enlisted 
in the revenue marine is from 800 to 
lOUO, and the vessels are literally scat- 
tered round the coast, from Maine to 
California. 
Of the forty vessels which 
comprise the fleet a lar^e number are, 
like the Chandler and the "Washington, 
at the disposal of the Collectors of Cus- 
toms at the several ])orts, and are chiefly 
concerned with the enforcement of the 
custom regulations and the transport of 
custom officers. Occasionally the routine 
is varied by a trip down the bay to re- 
ceive some distiui^uised visitor and bring 
him ashore as a Governn^ent compli- 
ment. 


A different class of vessels aUorrether 
are the cruising cutters. 
They aie jjood 
sailors as well as good steamers, and are 
jnainly rifjged as fore-and-aft and top-sail 
schooners, although there are two oi 
three barks among them. 
These are the 
cutters that have been tryin:;' to uphold 
the United States laws in Behring Sea, 
and that from the lirst day of December 
every year until the lirst day of the 
following April act aa life-savers along 
the Atlantic coast. 
They are all armed 
vessr^ls, and the men who serve on board 
them have to submit to a discipline a? 
strict as that of a man-o'-war. 


The battery of the cruising cutter^' 
consists of from one to four guns. 
Up 
10 a recent date they were old twenty- 
four-pound howitzers, but these are now 
being superseded by three-inch rifles. 
In addition they carry a full supply oi 
cutlasses and small arms, iu the use of 
which the men are drilled as in the navy. 
Under steam the cruising cutters have a 
maximum speed of twelve knots an hour, 
and in size they vary from the Dallas, 
the smallest, 179 tons measurement, to 
the Colfax, 3G9 tons. 


Eight of these vessels are ordered on 
life-saving and patrol service along the 
!North Atlantic coast in the winter cruis- 
ing from Eastport, Me., to Georgetown, 
S. C. 
They arc supposed to keep the 
sea all the time except when it is ab- 
solutely necessary to come into port with 
shipwrecked 
sailors or for supplies. 
When cruising they hug the coast as close 
as safety will permit, and during the day 
there are three look-outs stationed, who 
survey 
the horizon through powerful 
marine glasses for any sign of a vessel in 
distress, 
A surf boat is carried for the 
purpose of taking oil men from vessels 
wliich have gone ashore iu the suif. 
To 
each cutter is furnished an ice breaker at 
her bow consisting of a plate of W-shaped 
half'inch iron to enable her to cut a 
channel to ships frozen in, so as to tow 
Iheni out. 


Each cruiser has on board medical 
stores, provisions, clothing, etc., for the 
rdief of the distressed vessels and mar- 
iners. 
When a cutter 
had succeeded 
in saving a vessel by towing her to a 
place of safety, a charge is made against 
the vessel for tlio value of the assistance 
rendered, which the the captain or own- 
ers have to pay to the Collector of tho 
Port where the cutter has its headquar- 
ters. 


It is oil the coast of Maine that tho 
marine revenue sailor has his hands full. 
The number of vessels to which tho rev- 
enue cruisers allord assistance on this 
coast during the winter months sel- 
dom falls below BOO, while it often 
touches the 900 mark. 
The number of 
iisiiing boats owned in M^ine have a 
great deal to say to this state of things, 
as they are forever getting »'nipped" in 
the ice aud lost on reefs that cannot be 
seen from the life-saving stations on tho 
beacli, and which are out oi the track of 
passing steamers. 


The number of person saved from a 
watery gr&ve by the cutters is over 4000 
annuallv, and yet no one ever hears of 
the gallant deeds of the m m who man 
them,—New York Newb.

shock, as Lhe white man docs. 
If the 
Indian were turned to stone while in 
the act of stopping, the statue would 
probably stand balanced on one foot. 
This gait gives the limbs great con- 
trol over his movements. 
He is al- 
ways poised. 
If a stick crack nndei 
him it is bccausc of his weight, and 
not by reason of the impact. 
He goes 
silently and with great economy ol 
force. 
The muscles have less strain 
on them 
and 
do not tire so soon. 
Sometimes it seems as if they never 
tired. 
He treads through the woods 
and swamps and down timber with 
no noise except the rustling of the 
grass 
and 
leaves disturbed 
by his 
passage. 
His steady balance enables 
him to put bis moving foot down as 
gently as you would lay an egg on the 
table. 
You could not hear the thud 
of a fooot-fall if you listened a week. 
The gait is not elastic nor springy noi 
handsome, and 
it even makes the 
man seem bow-legged. 
P u t the same 
person in leather bouts on u floor and 
you would truly say that he stumped 
along, but in moccasins on a hunt he 
does not walk, he glides.—Forest and 
Stream.

Lions, bears, goats and other 
ani-

MTD-«?t^i>rEn DAINTIES. 


Neat and taRtefitl saiidwiohes, which 
are bo popular on the 
Enfflinh tea 
table, will be found most acceptable 
on the home table for luncheon, or 
tea, especially in hot weather. 
A few 
hard-boiled 
e^irs 
make 
nice 
sand- 
wiches. 
Chop'the yolks of six eRgs 
and one of the whites, and mash to a 
paste, with a teaspoonfnl of melted 
butter 
and 
one 
of 
anchovy paste; 
spread on thin slices of buttered bread, 
double and trim into shape. 
Caviare, 
which may be bought at Italian and 
French 
groceries 
and 
delii'atesseu 
stores, and is packed in little ounce 
jars, makes good hot weather sand- 
wiches. 
Any kind of cheese, grated, 
or mashed to a paste, and spread on 
buttered bread, with or without the 
addition of cayenne pepper, 
makes 
appetizing 
sandwiches. 
Cottage 
cheese is nice, with a leaf of crisp let- 
tuce laid over it before the top slice ia 
put on. 


Sweetbreads—Iiamb sweetbreads are 
almost as good as those of veal, and 
are ^.nfinitely cheaper. 
Soak them in 
cold water for several hours, changing 
the water twice; throw into boiling 
water and let them simmer for five 
minutes 
after 
the 
boiling 
point is 
reached, then fry, and serve around a 
mound of green peas or asparagus tips. 
They are nice always with brown or 
tomftto sauce. 


Roasting a Leg of Lamb—However 
epicurean rnre mutton may be, 
rare 
lamb is as uuedible as rare broiled 
chicken. 
A leg weighing six pounds 
should be roasted an hour and a half 
in a good oven. 
Lay the meat on a 
rack in the dripping pan and baste 
every fifteen minutea 
Do not remove 
the fat before roasting, but wrap it 
around, and sicewer it fast. 


Julienne Soup—There is no better 
spring or summer soup. 
It is very 
simply^ made by adding a cupful of 
finely 
shredded 
vegetables, 
cooked 
tender, to a quart of any light broth. 
Simmer ten minutes, and servo. Young 
carrots, 
turnii)S, 
radishes, 
string 
beans, peas, asparagus tips, and minced 
lettuce, parsley and chives ail go to 
make the complete Julienne. 


Lamb Chops—An unusual way ot 
cooking these is as follows: 
Broil 
them for two minutes, then spread 
over them a forcemeat made of un- 
cooked chicken meat, pounded to a 
paste, with the same bulk of bread 
previously soaked in milk. 
To a lialf- 
pint of this mixture add a beaten egg, 


B a i t , pepper, and a little melted butter,^ 
and moisten with a tablespounful of 
cream, chicken gravy, or Avhite stock. 
Cover the chops on both sides with 
this, aud lay them in a hut oven for 
six 
minutes, 
turning 
them 
once. 
Chopped mushrooms are often adiled 
to this forcemeat, or the chojis, pre- 
pared as above, may be served with a 
mushroom sauce. 


Clam 
Chowder — An 
appetizini^ 
chowder is always in order in hot 
weather. 
The best chowder maker we 
have ever known was an old MusHchu- 
setts lady. The following is her recipe: 
Wash twenty-live hirwe clams, and put 
over the iire with half a pint of water ; 
as soon as the shells open, remove the 
sauceijan. takeout the clams, and save 
all the juice remaining in the shells. 
Kemuve the tough parts, and chop the 
rest. 
Peel and slice six potatoes and 
two onions, add a small slice of larding 
pork, six pilot biscuit, the clam juice, 
a pint each of milk and water, half a 
grated nutmeg, and a teaspouniul of 
celery seed, or a couiile of stalks of 
celery minced line ; let this cook slowly 
for two hours, then add the chopi)ed 
clams, a cupful of tomato sauce and a 
teasjjo<jnful of Worcestershire sauce, 
aud when tho eho^v>ler is again brought 
to tbe boil, it is reiniy to serve. 


New Potatoes—One rarely eats new 
potatoes at their best in the city, be- 
cause they should be cooked as soon as 
pussibk' after being taken Irom the 
earth. 
Hasjied with cream, the}' are a 
dish to 3jjake glad the soul of an epi- 
cure. 
Minee it quart of cold boiled 
potatoes, season them, and add a gill 
of milk or cream ; melt a tablesi)oo]ifu] 
of butter in a frying pan, and when 
hot, turn in the potatoes, distributing 
them evenly over the surface of the 
pun; set back on the stove until of a 
golden bruwn color on the bottom, 
sprinkle with a teaspoonful of minced 
phi'bley, fold like an omelet, andserv.o 
Potatoes a la Lyonnaibe—A nice way 
to serve potatoes is to slice them, fry 
a minced onion in a tablespoonful of 
butter, turn in tbe potatoes, and as 
^oonasthey color, sjirinkle with minced 
I^arsley, 
serve very 
hot.—American 
Agriculturist. 


Giyctrme. 


The Tftlualde toilft urticlo known 
Rlycerine, which also has great value 
in medicine and chemical operiitioiiS', 
was discovered in 1776 by a Swedish 
Rpothecarv named Scheole, though it 
•Imost entirely within the past half 
century that the discovery liaJ been 
turned to account 
It was named by 
Bcheele "oil sugar," owincr tn Ussx^eot- 
ness of taste, and th*^ fact that it wasa 
product of oils or fats wheu treated 
with an alkali. 
In the present nan\r, 
which is of Greek derivation, Ihe tjual- 
ity of sweetness is still recoynixed. 


One of the great advantaacs of f^lyc- 
erine, in its chemical employment, is 
tho fact that it 
neither 
freezes nor 
evaporates under any ordinary tenipor- 
Rture. 
ISO perceptible loss by evapo- 
ration has been detected at a temper- 
ature of less than 200 degrees rahrcn- 
heit; but if heated intenselr it decom- 
poses with A smell that 
few . persons 
find themselves able to endure. 
Jt 
burns with a pale ñamo, similar tn that 
from alcohol, if heated to about 300 
degrees and 
then 
ignited. 
Its non- 
evaporative qualities make the com- 
pound of much use as a vehicle for 
holding pigments 
and colors, as in 
stamping and typewriter ribbons, car- 
bon papers and the like. 


If the pure glycerine be exposed for 
R long time to'a freezing temperature, 
it crystallizes with the appearance of 
sugar candy; but these crystals being 
once melted, it is almost an impossi- 
bility to get them again into tbe con- 
gealed 
state. 
If 
a little water be 
add'ed to the glycerine, no crystallisa- 
tion will take place, though under a 
sufficient degree of cold the M-ater will 
8opft.rate and form crystals, amid \Thich 
tho glycerine will remain in its natural 
state of 
fluidity. 
If 
suddenly 
sub- 
jected to intense cold, pu.rc glyccrine 
will form a gummy mass, which can- 
not be entirely hardened or crystallised. 
Altogether it^s quito a peculiar sub- 
fitance.—Good 
Housekeeping.

correspondent at Berlin calls our at- 
tention to the fact that the Kaiser him- 
pclf is not altogether Ireo from affecta- 
tion of this kind, inas\uuch as he him- 
self sets the fashion of "bangle' wear- 
ing. 
In most of the many portraits of 
the Kaiser the bangle is brought into 
special prominence by the position of 
the arm. 
But though addicted to tho 
baugle he never condescended to the 
earring, which formerly was very com- 
monly worn among his officers. 


In tho time of Frederick William 11. 
when
